SECTION I. A.nnual approprlatlon-purpose8-how paid. That there be 
and is hereby appropriated to the Iowa state historical society, out of any 
money in the state treasury not otherwise appropriated, for current expenses, 
for daily opening of the library to students and investigators. for the continued 
publication of the Iowa Historical Record, or other Iowa journal of history 
and politics, and for additional support, the sum of fifteen hundred dollars 
('1500) annually hereafter, to be paid in quarterly installments on the order of 
the board of curators of the said historical society, the first installment to 
be paid July I, 1902. . 

SEC. 2. Additional appropriation-purposes-how paid. That there be 
and is hereby further appropriated for the ensuing biennial period, and in 
addition to the above, the sum of nine thousand five hundred dollars (~,500)
